BILL DAY IN SENATE. | 


SCORES OF THEM INTRODUCED. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 10.—One hun- 
dred and forty-six bills were tintro- 
duced in the Senate today, compietely 
swamping the assistant clerks at the 
desk, who must work all nignt to 
properly register the measures and 
prepare them for the State Printer. 

Among the intended laws are a large 
number that amend the codes relative 
to public schools. A constitutional 
amendment to that end was also intro- 
duced making radical changes in the 
same direction. 

Four primary election bills were of- 
fered, three of them by members of the 
Committee on Elections, to which com- 
mittee all were referred. Next to the 
apportionment measures, no other bilis 
will have so many supporters with con- 
flicting views as these. 

Slander is made a misdemeanor a 
bill introduced by Senator Taylor. 
Heretofore it has not been a statutory 


crime in this State. 


Terrell of Nevada introduced a meas- 
ure calling for an appropriation of 
$150,000, being one-half the $300,000 re- 
quired by the government to complete 
the work planned by the Federal en- 
gineers to correct débris evils in the 
State. It is said that Congress will 
appropriate the other $150,000. 

Senator Terrell also introduced a bill 
requiring fire-insurance companies to 
pay the full face of their policies in the 
event of total losses. It applies to real 
property only. 

Senator Corlett has introduced a bill 
that will attract attention among law- 
years It amends section 1401 of the 
Civil Code to read as follows: “Upon 
the death of either husband or wife, 
the entire community property, with- 
out administration, belongs to the sur- 
vivor, becomes his or her separate 
Property, subject alike with separate

THE WORLD ONE 
HUNDRED YEARS AGO. 


{January 11, 1801.) * 
A decided step in the study of photo- 
graphic action was taken. Riter 
proved the existence of rays lying be- 
yond the ..olet limit of the spectrum, 
and found that they had the power of 
blackening silver chloride. Walloston 
observed the conversion of yellow gum

To Engiand belongs the honor of 
first producing a photograph by the 
utilization of chioride of silver of the 
observation of Sheele, the Swedish 
chemisi, who originally appiied com- 
bined chemical and spectrum analysis 
to the science of photorraphy. Wedge- 
wood was the Englishman who dis- 
covered that white paper, or that 
white leather, moistened with a solu- 
tion of nitrate of silver, underwent no 
change when kept ina dark place, but 
being exposed to the daylight speedily 
changed color, and after passing 
through various shades of gray and 
Don became at length nearly black; 
that the alteration of color took place 
more speedily in proportion as the 
light was more intense. 

Joseph Nichephore Niepce of France, 
one of the inventors of photography, 
began at this time the mechanical and 
chemical researches which led to his 
‘discoveries. . 

This was the midst of the great pe- 
riod of yellow fever—1793 to 1805. From 
the end of the century on, how- 
ever, the disease assumed much 
more alarming proportions. Cadiz, 
Spain, which hac suffered five epidem- 
ics, being still its chief seat, while Se- 
ville, Malaga. Cartagena, Barcelona, 
Palma, Gibraltar and other shipping 
places suffered . severely, as well as 
some of the country districts. nearest 
to the ports. 

Improvements in coal mining came 
with the nineteenth ‘century. 
cusicm of drawing the coal in tubs or 
hutches swinging freely from the end 
of the drawing report was being’ grad- 
ually superseded by the aoption of 
cages sliding between guides, which 
allowed the load to move freely up and 
down, while checking lateral oscilla- 
tion. is was the inventon of John 
Carr, of Sheffield, two years before.

Three reasons are given for this 
sition:. 

First—It is considered a great mis- 
take to transfer the negotiations from 
China, where all the information is at 
hand respecting the situation and the 
feeling among the Chinese themselves, 
and more especially regarding the con- 
ditions of trade and commerce with 
which the negotiations will be chiefly 


with China is comparatively small 
when compared with that of eral 
other countries. Therefore the United 
States is not entitled to expect the ne- 
gotiations to be carried on at Wash- 
ington. 

The third and most delicate reason 
advanced is that the European powers 
have not felt sufficient confidence that 
the United States might not find itself 
influenced in the negotiations at Wash- 
ington by the pressure of interests hav- 
ing an eye to the exploitation of China. 

The attitude of some of the powers, 
moreover, is swayed by other motives 
in opposing the United States’ proposal. 
Great Britain, for example, which 
seems to be the most strongly antago- 
nistic, has probably taken jnto consid- 
eration the United States’ attitude to- 
ward the Clayton-BulWer treaty. 

The feeling here favors Shanghai, if 
any change is made, as it is pointed 
out that Shanghai! is the most impor- 
tant trade center in China, and, more- 
over, that the southern viceroys, who 
are favorable to foreigners and anxious 
to further trade, could make their in- 
fluence felt. Failing Shanghai, Berlin 
or Paris is most likely to be chosen. 
The enormous British interests are in 
favor of the choice of London, but it 
is improbable that the other powers w 
agree to this.

ELECTRICITY IN HOTELS. 


Modern Methods of Lighting and Heat- 
ing Which Will be Tried in a New

NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—Electricity is 
to be employed very prominently in 
the running of a large eastern apart- 
ment hotel which is shortly to be 
built.

That “other place“ was a few years, 
later granted an appropriation of 
nearly three million dollars; which 
shows that Mr. Huntington was not 
much more of a prophet than the 
other Southern Pacific official who told 
us that grass would yet grow in the 
streets of Los Angeles, because we 
would not do just what his 
wanted. 


The people of Los Angeles were not 
to be deterred, however, either by Mr. 
Huntington's fist in Los Angeles or by 
his fine works in a Senate committee- 
room. They are “not built that wey.” 
All public bodies of Los Angeles and 
all political conventions which met 
here in the fall of 1892 declared in 
favor of the people’s site—for a free 
harbor, open to all lines of transporta- 
tion. that might desire to reach it. In 
January, 1893, the California Legisla- 
ture elected to the Senate Stephen M. 
White of Los Angeles, who subse- 
quently won the San Pedro approp-ia- 
tion after a tremendous Congressional 
fight, in face of great odds. 

Meantime, the tireless railroad ccm- 
pany was preparing for a new move. 
In March, 1894, one of the local repre- 
sentatives of the company, who cight- 
een months previously had secured the 
signatures of a number of merchants 
to a petition, asking that the par 
appropriation should go to Santa Men- 
ica, asked the Chamber of Commerce 
to act on the matter, the evident ob- 
ject being to place the city on record 
for use in Washington. After several 
delays a formal vote of the members— 
then numbering 650—was taken. In 
spite of every effort that was put forth 
by the railroad people, the vote of the 
chamber stood 328 for San Pedro to 131 
for Banta Monica, a majority vf more 
than two to one.

That 
great political revolution which began 
in France, which for its masters 
Rosseau and the rest, stood for the

By the introduction of these itinerate 
collections of books, people in the re-

way was started in New York in 
1892. 


The work in New York has been 
steadily growing, and last year the 
State 1 in Albany alone sent out 
nearly six hundred traveling libraries, 
There are now about five hundred dif- 
ferent kinds of libraries for special 
students and study classes in many 
branches of liferature, science one art, 
as well as for the general 
uniform fee of five dollars is * 
for the use of the library of one — 
dred volumes. Smaller fees 
charged for smalier libraries. Not * — 
may any school or circle of readers 
have the use of a traveling library, but 
any citizen may have even a single 
book sent to him in the remotest cor- 
ner of the State. 

There are now about 2500 traveling 
libraries, containing about 115,000 vol- 
umes, scattered in thirty States. About 
1100 of these were equipped and main- 
tained by the State aid. The remainder 
were purchased by private individuals 
or associations. . . 

The ease with which the new plan of 
library extension may be adapted to 
meet various needs may be shown in 
a rapid summary of the work done 
by a few systems of traveling libraries, 
In New Jersey, they have used them 
to lighten the long winter days and 
evenings of the brave men who belong 
to the life-saving service and that 
State has now taken up the traveling 
brary as a definite part of the work 
of State Library. Women in 

e City send them regularly to re- 
mote valleys in Utah. A number of 
State federations of women’s clubs 
use them to furnish books for study 
to Isolated clubs. One woman in 
Georgia is devoting herself to the gu- 
pervision of a system which reaches a 
number of small villages on the Sea- 
board Air Line, in five Southern States. 
An association in Washington, D. C., 
puts libraries on the cana] boats which 
ply on the Washington and Potomac 
Canal in the summer, and “tie up” in 
small hamlets in the B.ue Ridge Moun- 
tains in the winter. The colored grad- 
untes of Hampton Institute carry U- 
braries to the schools for their own 
people at the base of the Cumberland 
Mountains, while te the “mountain 
whites” libraries are sent by the wo- 
men's clubs in Kentucky, nn 8 
and Alabama.
